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Introduction 


On Monday, 26th October, 1863, at the Old Freemason’s Tavern, Great Queen 
Street, Lincoln’s Inn Fields, in the middle of Victorian London, representatives of 
11 London and suburban clubs, one public school, and a number of interested parties 
of no particular club, met, and so the Football Association.was born. 

The first President was Mr. A. Pember. Our visitor today is a direct descendant 
of that formation. 

Every player selected to take part in the F.A. of England Tour of Australia 
has had considerable experience in senior football in England. No® less than 8 
visiting players have represented England at Under 23 International level. The party 
has been carefully selected by Sir Alfred Ramsay, England Manager, with the de- 
finite purpose of grooming members for inclusion in the England 1974 World Cup 
squad. Players will give a sustained 90 minute performance in each game of the 
tour, as members of the Senior International Committee of the F.A. are accompany- 
ing the team, and will note their form. J 

Players have just completed a very active season, 42 matches as well as F.A. 
Cup ties. It is interesting to note that three of the players are members of teams 
which won their way to the sixth round of the F.A. Challenge Cup.

Un Outline of the Game 


Soccer is an abbreviated term for Association Football. For those who are not 
conversant with the Laws, the following points may be of interest. 

Each team consists of 11 players, one of whom is called the goalkeeper, who 
must be distinguished from other players by the colour of his shirt. Only the goal- 
keeper is allowed to handle the ball intentionally, and if other players do so then a 
direct free kick is awarded against him. Should this occur in the penalty area by a 
defending player, a Penalty kick from the spot 12 yards from the goal results. Only 
the goalkeeper is allowed to stop the ball in this case. 

Pushing, holding, tripping, striking, kicking and jumping at a player are also 
fouls that result in a direct free kick, or penalty, as the case may be. A direct free 
kick is that from which a goal can be scored against the offending side, without the 
ball having been touched by another player. Certain technical offences are punished 
by an Indirect free kick, from which a goal cannot result, unless the ball is played 
by a second player, of either side. The Referee indicates an Indirect free kick by 
raising his arm. 

The ball sent behind the goal line by an attacker results in a goal kick by the 
defending side. If it is put behind by a defender, a corner kick is taken by the 
attacking side. When the ball goes out over the side lines, it is thrown in by the 
side opposing that which last played the ball. 

-side is a more complicated Law, yet a most frequent occurrence. We suggest 
you ask the person next to you to explain as the game progresses. 

Duration of the game is 90 minutes, in two halves of 45 minutes. The game is 


controlled by a Referee and two linesmen.

MICHAEL BAILEY. 29 year old, Capt. of the side. Born in Cambridgeshire. 
Has been a professional for nearly 12 years. Started with Charlton Athletic, now with 
Wolverhampton Wanderers. Attacking half back. Under 23 and full International. 

RODNEY MARSH. Born in Hertfordshire, aged 26. Plays with Queen’s Park 
Rangers, a crowd pleaser with superb ball control, and rated as worth over $300,000 
on the transfer market. Under 23 International. 

KEN WAGSTAFFE. Born in Derbyshire, now 28, started as a professional 
at 17, in 1960 with Mansfield Town. Now plays with Hull City, and is a reliable 
and devastating attacker, First time at International level. 

CHRIS CHILTON. Like Ken Wagstaffe, is 28, and started as a professional 
in 1960. Also plays with Hull City, where he has spent his whole career. A natural 
centre forward, has been leading scorer, or runner up, for the past eight seasons. 

ALAN STEPHENSON. 26 year old, tall defensive centre half, born in Ches- 
hunt. Ex Capt. of Crystal Palace, transferred to West Ham Utd., his present club, for 
a big fee. Under 23 International, now making his sixth International appearance. 

NORMAN PIPER. Born in Devon, first came to prominence as a Youth Inter- 
national. An ideal mid-field player, good distributor. Turned professional in 1963 
with Plymouth Argyle, transferred to Portsmouth last year for a big fee. 3 U23 caps. 

DAVID WAGSTAFFE. Another Youth International, became a pro. in his 
home town Manchester (City), at 17. Transferred in 1964 to Wolverhampton Wand- 
erers, his present club. Considered one of the most tricky and fast wingers. 

PETER GRUMMITT. Aged 28, born in Bourne. An outstanding goalkeeper, 
turned pro. in 1960 with Nottingham Forest, transferred last year to Sheffield Wed- 
nesday. Under 23 International, but for injuries may have been full International. 

JIM BARRON. 27, born at Tantobia, Country Durham. Turned professional 
in 1961, with Wolverhampton. Later went to Chelsea, Oxford Utd. and thence to 
his present club, Nottingham Forest last year. An agile and fearless goalkeeper. 

PETER HINDLEY. Born in Worksop, a one club man, Nottingham Forest 
where he made his Senior debut in May 1962. An accomplished, strong and fast full 
back. Under 23 International. 

KEITH EDDY. Aged 26, born in Lancashire, an excellent mid-field player for 
Watford. Previously played for Barrow, with whom he turned professional in 1962. 
Was a member of the F.A. touring party which visited New Zealand in 1969. 

PETER WALL. 26 year old, born in Westbury, turned professional with Shrews- 
bury, later played with Liverpool, and his present club Crystal Palace. In his first 
season in the Ist Div. he has developed into a stylish left back. 

MIKE KEEN. Aged 31, born in Buckinghamshire, an attacking mid-field player 
who has played over 500 Football League games. Signed professional with Queens 
Park Rangers in 1958. and transferred to present club Luton Town in 1969. 

GEORGE McVITIE. Born in Carlyle, now 22. Signed professional with Carlyle 
Utd. in December 1965, and recently transferred to West Bromich Albion. A speedy 
right winger. , 

MICHAEL MILLS. Born in Godalming, Surrey, previously played for Ports- 
mouth, now a member of Ipswich Town, with whom he has played regularly for the 
last two seasons. at full back. Under 23 International, against Wales last year. 

BARRY BRIDGES. Late selection to replace Malcolm McDonald. We have 


no information on this player, but understand he has International honours and 
played with Chelsea.
